Philadelphia, Pa., July 28.—A heavy 
rainstorm, having many of the feat­ 
ures of a cyclone, passed over this city 
shortly after 6 o'clock Monday evening. 
Despite the hurricane violence of the 
storm little damage was done in this 
city. 
The storm was general in the 
states of New Jersey and Delaware. 
Lightning played many pranks with 
trolley and electric 
wires. 
Several 
barns are reported to have been struck 
by lightning and destroyed. 
In Allegheny 
twelve people 
were 
struck by lightning. They are in the 
hospital, and considered by the phy­ 
sicians to be in a critical condition. 
In 
Pittsburg much 
damage was 
done. Returns from the different sec­ 
tions of the two cities show twenty- 
five or thirty people injured more or 
less by falling trees, roofs, signs, etc. 
West Newton, Pa., a station on the 
Baltimore and Ohio, about thirty miles 
east of here, reports the rain there 
very heavy. 
The telegram says: “A 
landslide 200 feet long and several feet 
deep is reported here on the 
Balti­ 
more and Ohio tracks at Osceola. The 
New York express, which left Pitts­ 
burg at 9 o’clock, is stranded some­ 
where west of here. 
Both tracks are 
reported covered with trees and rocks 
between here and Griffin station, two 
miles east.” 
The watchman of the Pemickey road 
at Ce6ar Creek, two milos east of here, 
reports eight big landslides there.

Sioux City, Iowa, July 28—Fuller re­ 
ports of Sunday night’s storm are com­ 
ing in. The loss is inestimable all 
over northwestern Iowa, northwestern 
Nebraska and southeastern South Da­ 
kota. 
From Moville, within an area 
extending one mile south, three east, 
sixteen west, and eight north of town, 
standing grain everywhere suffered 
from five to ten bushels to the acre, 
and in many cases was totally de­ 
stroyed. In the town itself many bu U- 
ings were injured, and scarcely a whole 
pane of glass remains. In Plymouth 
county, Grant, Fredonia, Meadow, El 
mond and Preston townships sustained 
the greatest loss.

TO BUILD AN ANNEX 
TO LIBRARY ROOMS 


WORKMEN ARE NOW PUTTING 
IN FOUNDATION. 


Upper Floor Will Be Used For Books 
and the Lower One For a Dynamo 


R o o m — Report of the Library Direc­ 
tors Submitted to the Council Last 
Night. 


The Janesville public library rooms 
are to be enlarged, and the new addi­ 
tion is in course of construction by 
Copt. Pliny Norcross. 
Masons are now at work upon the 
foundation for the structure which 
will be two stories high, the upper 
story to be used for the library annex, 
while it is the intention to use the 
lower floor for an additional dynamo 
room. 
The following report of the pub­ 
lic library directors was reported to 
the council last night: 
The board of 
directors of the Janesville Public Lib­ 
rary report to the mayor and common 
oouncil of the city of Janesville that 
daring the year ending Jnne 30, 1896, 
there was added to the library by 
purchase 
17 volumes of reference 
books, such 
as 
encyclopedias, and 
719 volumes of books for general cir­ 
culation, together with 82 volumes of 
bound magazines, 25 volumes of state 
and governments 
reports, 
and BO 
pamphlets from the 
several bureaus 
at Washington, making a total num­ 
ber of 873 additions to the library 
during the year, the accession cata­ 
logue now showing 10,358 volumes 
available for general circulation, I ot 
including reference workB and state 
and general 
government 
reports. 
Upon the books in the library we are 
carrying a protection of $8,000 
in­ 
surance. 
During the prevalence of 
diphtheria in the city it waB necessary 
to burn IO volumes that had been ex­ 
posed to contagion. 
These ten vol­ 
umes with two others that had be­ 
come worn out, have been replaced 
and 330 books Slave been re-bound. 
2,261 Books Drawn Out. 
The number of books drawn out lur 
general reading during the year 
is 
29,261, an increase of 2,049 over the 
year ending June 30, 1895. 
This 
number is still a little less than that 
in either the year 1893 or 1894, and is 
due, doubtless to the rule that the 
board of directors felt constrained to 
adopt over a year ago, forbidding 
books to be taken by children under 
twelve years of age. 
Some criticism 
has been made of the board's action in 
this matter, both by our own citizens 
and by those interested elsewhere in 
library work, but the board of direct­ 
ors were in a measure compelled to 
adopt such rule, and up to this time 
we have seen no reason to return to 
the old methods. 
We had discovered 
that 
in 
many 
instances 
very 
young children were drawing books 
daily, and without any regard to such 
books being suitable to their age, and 
that 
they 
were 
simply 
• ‘making 
scores,*1 and striving to see who could 
take out the gieatest numoer of works 
within a given time. 
This, of course, 
was entailing e great deal of useless 
labor upon the librarian, to say noth­ 
ing of the wear and destruction of 
books; 
and to correct the evil, for 
■ach it was in our est:mation, the 
board of directors adopted the rule in 
question. 
This rule does not deprive 
any child in the city of aly advantage 
or privilege of the library; the rule 
simply put a stop to an abuse that was 
becoming a burden upon the library 
attendants, and was rapidly destroy­ 
ing books that were drawn daily from 
the library, but that under no condi­ 
tions could be read. 
A ssistant Librarian Hired. 
The patronage of the library during 
the year has been in all respects satis­ 
factory as evidenced by the number of 
books drawn out for reading and the 
constant attendance at the reading 
and reference tables. 
The largest

number of books taken in any one 
day was 295, on February 15, and the 
smallest number was three, on June 
IO, the day of the Woodmen’s picnie. 
Owing to the increase of the library 
and the labor in caring for it the 
board of directors have added an as­ 
sistant librarian to the library force, 
and have secured the assistance of 
Miss Matella Galkins to the position. 
Mrs. Louise Best continues in the po­ 
sition of libra!ian, and has discharged 
the duties in a manner highly gratify­ 
ing to the directors and to the patrons 
of the library. 
With the addition of 
an assistant, we have been able to 
keep the library open continuously 
upon all days except Sundays and le­ 
gal holidays from 1:30 to 9 p. rn.

How to Sew and Press Cloth Seams—Sleeves 
Large and Sm all. 
Capes are still worn when it is not too 
warm for any kind of wrap. 
In making an outside garment of cloth 
the seams are usually made by folding one 
breadth upon another and stitching it 
down tho outside in one or two rows. This 
gives substance and firmness as well as 
an effect of tailor finish. An examination 
of a m an’s overcoat or a woman’s well 
made jacket will show just how the pieces 
are joined. 
Seams are always sewed—at 
least by those who know their business— 
from top to bottom, not from lint tom to 
top, and sewing silk is employed except 
for cotton and linen fabrics. 
The iron used in pressing dressmaking 
work or any woolen or silk goods should 
always be separated from the material by 
a piece of smooth muslin. 
If the iron 
comes in contact with the goods itself a 
glossy shine will be produced, quite differ 
ent from the natural gloss of the fabric. 
For ornamental stitching on cloth the
